and distribation : various apparatus, and in- 
cidental expenses at home and abroad, 
without number: Is forty thousand—is six- 
ty thousand dollars a year a large sum for 
all this ? 

The missionaries have devoted them- 
selves for life to the privations and jerils, 
and labors and sufferings of the service, 
and with themselves their property, in 
some instances, to no inconsiderable a- 
mount ; looking for no earthly compensa- 
tion, beyond a comfortable maintenance. 
And the same heavenly influences, which 
have produced such a disposition in them, 
will surely dispose you cheerfully to sup- 
ply the means for their sustenance and 
their usefulness. 

For the nine years completed in Septem- 
ber, the total amount paid from the funds 
ofthe Board to the officers and members, 
for all their time and labor, made an aver- 
age of only about 6 hundred dollars a year. 

As to power, or ability, the case is a 
strong one. 

Had the receipts at our treasury the 
vast year been equal to what they were two 
years before, in proportion to the increas- 
ed number of subsidiary societies, they 
would have amounted to forty five thou- 
sand dollars. 

If we take the number of Christian com- 
municants in this country at the moderate 
estimate of six hundred thousand ; and sup- 
pose one quarter part of them to have been 
contributors to the funds of this Board ; 
the amount ofthe donations and contribu- 
tions the last year, divided equally aynong 
them, would give to each about 20 cents. 

If we suppose the estimated six hun- 
dred thousand communicants to be equiv- 
alent in point of property, to fifty thou- 
sand families with an average income 
of only three hundred dollars a year; the 
total amount of annyal income to them is 
fifteen millions of dollars. One tenth part

thought for a moment ? 

It isthen with no despondency of feel- 
ing, with no conscious misgiving, that we 
present the statements and representations 
here exhibited; and on the ground of 
them make our earnest appeal to our aux- 
iliaries and friends, and to the community 
at large. 

The whole goes to shew the necessity 
and the reasonableness of an effort-——an 
immediate, united, and extended effort for 
increasing the funds ofthe Board. Itisa 
fact which we ought not to conceal, that 
we have for some time felt ourselyes re- 
strained, & are at this moment painfully re- 
strained, fron¥ answering most urgent calls. 

In the Cherokee, Choctaw, and Chicka- 
saw nations especially, the call for help is 
loud, and near, and moving. In all their 
districts they ate pleading with pressing 
importunity, fer missionaries, and schools, 
and general instruction ; and they are even 
beginning to learn to do something them- 





selves for these objects. Could we but an- 
swer their desires & favorable dispositions, 
not alittle might be expected from them. 
Men and women of the right spirit and qua- 
lifications are offering themselves willingly 
for the service; but funds for sending 
tuem out and supporting them are wanting. 

If the rest of the six hundred millions of 
human beings destitute of the Gospel, are 
at agreater distance ; yet they are all of 
one blood with us, and must share in the 
same redeeming mercy, or perish; acd 
their necessities are not less affecting, nor 
the demand of help for them less sacred, 
or less irresistible,than if they were nearer. 

But not only are we unable to answer 
the urgent calls from various quarters for 
more missionaries and schools: if there be 
not an increase of receipts, we shall in- 
evitably be in arrears for those already 
dependent upon our funds. Nor is it an 
inconsiderable increase which our exigen-

the Mammon of unrighteousness. It is lay- 
ing up in store a geod foundation against 
the time that is tocome.

Many, however, and great, as our rea- 
sons are for exalted congratulation and 
thankfulness, you will not, we are persuad- 
ed, observe without concern, that our funds 
have not increased in equal proportion 
with our establishments, or our expendi- 
tures,—-or even with the number of the 
Societies engaged in aid of our various 
objects. 

From the statement just made it appears, 
that there are now nearly four times as 
many Missionaries and Assistants, depend- 
ent upon our funds, as there were two 
years ago; and more than five times as 
many Heathen children under instruction 
in our schools, 

inthe year preceding thé last two, our 
receipts amounted to twenty seven thou- 
sand two hundred and twenty five dofiars. | 
in the year, then, preceding the last day’ 
of August, 1819, had the receipts been in 
proportion to our increase 
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ments, they Would have been more than 4 
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advanced for perpetuating, and multiply-, 


fields. And we have done so. Young men 
from the Sandwich Islands, providentially 
brought to these shores, and here born in- 
to the kingdom of God, and inspired with 
burning desire for communicating the 
blessings of Christianity and of civilization 
to their kindred and countrymen, raised an 
jimploring cry nut to be denied, and produc- 
‘ed a tide of benevolent and Christian feel- 
‘ing, not to be withstood. Hence the For- 
-eizn Mission School; and hence the Sand- 
-wich Mission. Scarcely less decisive, tho’ 
not so easily embodied, were circumstan- 
\ces compelling our attention to Judea, and 
‘leaving us no choice but to determine on 
‘the Palentine Mission. 

Stations, once occupied, must be main- 
tained. Establishments, once commenced, 
{must be advanced ;—must be put and sus- 
‘tained in condition for efficient operations, 
land supplied with energies and means, for 
answering their exigences and multiplying 
and extending their benefits. 

They know little of a concern like this, 
who suppose it to be at the option Of its 
managers or directors to stop when and 
where they may please. An establishment 
in which the spirit of life dwells, will be 
in action—will be growing and advancing. 
An institution, depending upon public feel- 
ing and confidence,must act with an energy 
to supply continual impulse to that feeling 
and life to that confidence. An organized 
body, created expressly for promoting the 
heavenly design of bringing all the dwellers 
on the earth under the sceptre of thePriuce 
of Peace, and making a part of the great 
system which for this end He has brought 
into operation, and is himself managing 
and directing, must move on with him— 
must advance with the rest. 

Had it been at our option,we might have 
so managed as to have saved ourselves 
much of weariness and painfulness ; much 
of the accumulation of cares and labors & 
responsibilities, with which daily and night- 
ly we are pressed, and often well nigh to 
the dust. 

We assure ourselves that you and this 
great Christian community will be disposed 
to sustain and bear forward this joint and 
beneficent concern,--from what we have 
already witnessed of the extensive and li- 
beral interest taken in it, and from what 
‘we believe to be in this age the influences 
from on high upon the Christian world for 
the benefit of the heathen. Which of our 
missions could you wish we had not sent 
out? Which of our establishments would 
you have us abandon? What part of our 
system of operations shall we relinquish ? 

Nor are we less firmly persuaded that 
you. will not, especially after reflection or 
examination, think our expenditures great, 
in proportion tothe extent of our opera- 
tions. Eighty persons, male, and female,

Yet how 
often, by every Christian in the land, all 
the long while, has the devout prayer 
been offered—Send out thy light and thy 
truth !—and how often the mandate of 
sovereign mercy been heard and read— 
Go YE INTO ALL THE WORLD, AND PREACH THE 
GosPEL TO EVERY CREATURE ! 

At length the slumber is broken. The 
sentiment has come to be felt, that some- 
thing must be done—or the earth will nev- 
er be full of the knowledge of God ;—that 
prayers must be accompanied with alms, 
and exertions. A new and exalted pleas- 
ure has begun to be enjoyed ;—the pleas- 
ure of communicating to fellow beings, 
perishing afar off, durable riches.—Is all 
this a transcient gleam?—Is the work 
done ?

It is certainly an encouraging sign of the times, 
that the natives of India themselves, have in va- 
rious places, manifested no inconsiderable zeal 
for the diffusion of knowledge among their coun- 
trymen. Several institutions have been formed 
in India, within two or three years, forthe ex- 
press object of ameliorating the native character 
by education ; and these institutions are materi- 
ally supported not only ty the contributions, but 
by the personal exertions of respectable natives. 
One of these, is a school established hy Ghossaul 
at Benares, and for which he expended 48,000 
rupees at the outset, besides paying 200 rupees 
per annum regularly. 
ae 

The Sadhs, or Sauds in India, are a peculiar 
sect, and their name imports ‘‘ servants of God.” 
They utterly reject and abhor all kinds of idola- 
try. Their form of worship is most simple. They 
are pure deists—they prohibit ornaments and gay 
apparel of every kind—their dress is white—they 
never make obeisance, nor take an oath even in 
courts of justice—they abstain from all luxuries, 
and have no dancing—they are allowed to hurt 
neither man nor beast, except in self-defence— 
they are very, industrious, and take the best care 
of their poor and infirm—they commend secret 
prayer, and unostentatious alms. To regulate 
the tongue, isa principal duty. They are chief- 
ly settled at Delhi, Agra, Jypoor, and Furraka- 
habad, though some of the sect are scattered oy- 
er the country. At one or otherof these cities 
they have an annual meeting at which the con- 
cerns of the seetare settled. According to their 
own account they have subsisted about 180 years. 
Their religious book is written in a kind of verse ; 
and their worship consists solely in the chanting 
ofahymn. A few conversions have taken place 
among them, through.the instrumentality of the 
missionaries, and a strong disposition is manifest- 
ed by them to hear the word of God.

The Baptist Missionary Society at Caleutta, 
have under their superintendence four native 
schools in the city—one at Entally district, con- 
taining eighty scholars; 8 secondin Shealdah 
district, containing fifty scholars, supported by 
the “Calcutta Female Juvenile Society; a 
third adjoining the Melunga, a place of worship 
just commenced, containing 20 scholars ; and a 
fourth at Barnajore, the latter established at the 
expense of a respectable native. 

This Missionary Society has two interesting 
branehes, ove at Fort William, and the other at 
Digah, both among the soldiers. “They have al- 
ready furnished considerable assistance to the 
funds, and forwarded the designs of the society 
with a laudable zeal.

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It has sometimes been urged that the debase- 
ment of the native character in India is so ex- 
| treme as to render all missionary efforts unavail- 
ing to its elevation; but the experiments hither- 
tomade on the rising generation have clearly 
proved that however great the debasement of 
minds ander the full dominion of superstition, 
there is no less quickness of perception and zeal 
jor improvement among Indian youth who are* 
|placed im the missionary schools, than ameng Eu- 
ropean or American youth of similar age and op- 
portunities. Rev. D, Cortie, whose name is fa- 
miliar to our readers asa very zealous and dis- 
creet friend of missions, and as an indefatigable 
laborer in the vineyard of the Lord, visited last 
year six out of the twélve schools in Burdwan, 
and in almost enthusiastic terms speaks of the 
delight he felt, in observing the eagerness with 
which the heathen children sought instruction, 
and the satisfaction with which they repeated 
what they knew, on the subjects which came be- 
fore them, They manifested an earnestness of 
application, a readiness and vivacity in their re- 
citations “* which would have been creditable to 
any class of boys in Europe.” However difficult 
it may be to bring the matured idolator to the 
foot of the cross, aad divest him of those attach- 
ments to his superstitions, which have been cher- 
\ished from his infancy, there are not the same | 
| difficulties in the way of training up his children 
for the service and favor of God, if they can be 
brought within the sphere of early Christian in- 
‘struction.

It is certainly an encouraging sign of the timea, 
that the natives of India themselves, have in va- 
rious places, manifested no inconsiderable zeal 
for the diffusion of knowledge among their coun- 
trymen. Several institutions have been formed 
in India, within two or three years, forthe ex- 
press object of ameliorating the native character 
by education ; and these institutions are materi- 
ally supported not only by the contributions, but 
by the personal exertions of respectable natives. 
One of these, is a school established hy Ghossaul 
at Benares, and for which he expended 48,000 
rupees at the outset, besides paying 200 rupees 


| per annum regularly.

The Sadhs, or Sauds in India, are a peculiar 
sect, and their name imports “‘ servants of God.” 
They utterly reject and abhor all kinds of idola- 
try. Their form of worship is most simple, They 
are pure deists—they prohibit ornaments and gay 
apparel of every kind—their dress is white—they 
never make obeisance, nor take an oath even in 
courts of justice—they abstain from al! luxuries, 
and have no dancing—they are allowed to hurt 
neither man nor beast, except in self-defence— 
they are very, industrious, and take the best care 
of their poor and infirm—they commend secret 
prayer, and unostentatious alms. To regulate 
the tongue, isa principal duty. They are chief- 
ly settled at Delhi, Agra, Jypoor, and Furraka- 
habad, though some of the sect are scattered oy- 
er the country. At one or otherof these cities 
they have an annual meeting at which the con- 
cerns of thé seetare settled. According to their 
own account they have subsisted about 180 years.

The Baptist Missionary Society at Caleutta, 
have under their superintendence four native 
schools in the city—one at Entally district, con- 
taining eighty scholars; a secondin Shealdah 
district, containing fifty scholars, supported by 
the “Calcutta Female Juvenile Society; a 
third adjoining the Melunga, a place of worship 
just commenced, containing 20 scholars ; and a 
fourth at Barnajore, the latter established at the 
expense of a respectable native. 

This Missionary Society has two interesting 
branehes, ove at Fort William, aod the other at 
Digah, both among the soldiers. “ They have al- 
ready furnished considerable assistance to the 
funds, and forwarded the designs of the society 
with a laudable zeal. 

Their last Report assures us that the natives 
are constantly becoming more free in their inves- 
tigations of religion, and that respectable Brah- 
mins are often met with by the missionaries, who 
have diligently read the sacred Scriptures, and 
frankly co themselves dissatisfied with their
